At the time this is written, Henry has still to play Ken Black of} 
Vancouver, but, whether he wins or loses, the fact remains that he has. 
proved that his home-developed game is as good as the games of men who 
are able to play practically the year around. His feat of stopping four of | 
the hottest U.S. shotmakers in the tourney is also a major achievement. | 
In this respect Henry has made a major contribution to western golf 
What he has done, other players can at least hope to do. 

If I were wagering a few shekels on today’s final, it would go on! 
Martell. The reason is that while I think his game and that of Black 
are pretty much on a par, I think Henry will be playing inspired golf 
that will give him an edge. Martell and Black have played several times | 
here and in Calgary in friendly foursomes and Henry seemed to have an 
edge over the Vancouver ace in these tilts. They were partnered against | 
each other, they were just playing for fun and Black was on an unfamiliar 
course so the results can be taken only as general indications of their | 
comparative ability. 


Black has everything in his favor so far as opportunities to 
develop his game are concerned, He can play practically all year 
around and he has a job which requires that he play plenty of golf. 
He has not been worried by unemployment and he has had the chance 
to play against much better competition than has Henry. Yet my 
hunch is that Martell has still to shoot his big game of the tourney, 
while yesterday's round was probably the best that Black will turn
